Chas. Seele is g etting out cedar 
near his place at the Big Log an. 
The weather is ex cellent for skid­ 
ding and most of eamjis have a g ood 
start in that direction. 
Sydney McDonald is banking 800.- 
000 for H. A. Smith on Bass brook 
about eig ht miles below the rapids. 
H. A. Smith went into camp on the 
16th. 
He operates two camps, one on 
Swan lake and one on O'Brien brook, 
Mr. Leig hton, of Leig hton A Mar­ 
tin, have g one into camp with their 
hauling teams. 
They have t wo camps 
on Swan lake, and will put in 6,000,- 
000. 
Thos. Foley, proprietor of the Doug ­ 
las House, m Aitkin, ex pect« to put 
in 5,000,000 this season. 
He has 
camps on Moose and W illow and 
Swan lake. 
Still no snow, and it is causing the 
lumbermen considerable trouble in 
g etting 
supplies 
and 
teams into 
camp. 
Most of them are using wag ­ 
ons, althoug h some take their sleig hs 
and small loads. 
Between Aitkin and

what a City Homestead Mean« - 
J udg e Young filed a decision today, 
says the Star, which has an important 
bearing on the limit of the homestead 
in cities. 
The case was the appeal of 
Daniel Chase from the decrt*e of dis- 
ribution in the matter of the estate 
of Henry B. Chase, deceased. 
The 
heirs of the latter are his widow, 
Hulda Chase, and his father, Daniel 
Chase, the appellaut. 
The property 
was amicably distributed with the ex ­ 
ception of the residence of the deceas­ 
ed with the land upon which it stood 
at the comer of Seventeenth street 
and Portland avenue. 
The lot is of 
ex traordinary size, unplatted, 
and 
the question was how much of it the 
widow could claim as the homestead 
o f her deceased husband. 
The law 
states that in cities of 5,000 people 
the homestead shall be limited to one 
lot. 
The probate court held that Mrs. 
Chase was entitled to such a portion 
of the land in question, as homestead, 
as would equal in ex tent the ordinary 
city lo t ana to the widow's third of 
the remainder. 
J udg e Young , how- 
ever, holds that the whole lot, having 
been occupied by the deceased during 
his lifetime, was his homestead, and 
2« such g oes to the widow* Uf>on his 
death. 
The decision g ives Mrs. Chase 
the title to the whole pr< perty during 
her life, at her death to g o to Daniel 
Chase or his heirs.

The True Source o f the Mississippi. 


Editors Dispatch:- Having l>een 
identified with the Glazier ex pedition 
in 1881. to the headwaters of the 
Mississippi, I ask the favor to be ¡*» r- 
initted to say a few words on the 
question of the true source °f that 
river—a subject that has been lately 
discussed in some Minnesota paper*. 
A Mr. J . V. Brower, during the past 
fall, appeared to have made a journey 
to Lake Itasca and reported that he 
found a lake to the west of the Glazier 
lake which he assume* to la* the 
source of tne g reat river. 
In the 
map that accompanied his article in 
the S t Puul Pioneer Press this al­ 
leg ed lake—which is little more than 
a mud puddle- is shown to be n o r t h ­ 
w a r d o i the larg e lake fix ed upon by 
Captain Glazier as the true source of 
the river. Those w ho assert that there 
is any body of WRter to the south of 
Lake Glazier, falling into the latter 
or into Lake Itascp, know* but little 
of what they are saying . 
Since Cap­ 
tain Glazier's visit in 1881, there have 
been several capdidutp» fpr fame or 
notoriety who have manag ed te g *‘t 
as far as he did, and jealous of nis 
success in locating the beautiful lake 
beyond Itasca as the true head, have 
perversely fix ed upon sundry puddles 
in its vicinity and published their 
crude convictions to the world in 
contradiction of his account 
Mr. J . 
V. Brower la the latest of these re­ 
doubtable g entlemen, and will g ain 
nothing by his effort to dispossess 
Captain (Mazier of the honor con­ 
ferred upon him by public opinion. 
Nine-tenths of the g eog raphy, edncta- 
tional publishers and map makers of 
the country have accepted his account 
while hundreds of the wo nt prominent 
citizens of Minnesota and elsewhere, 
have borne written testimony to the 
truth of hi* statepients. 
Despite Mr. 
Brower, i unhesitating ly assert that 
no other water ex ists that can, with 
any show of reason or plausibility, be 
called the source of the Mississippi 
but the fine body of water which now 
bear* the njupe of Lake Glazier, 
Mf. Broweris map in the J tiqneer 
Press o f Dec. 1st, is an unmeaning 
jumble utterly beyond comprehension 
—ex cept, as I have said above, that it 
confirms the Glazier account by plac­ 
ing the Brower source in a relative 


position to Lake Glazier that, in it­ 
self, refutes the theory of his pond 
!>eiug the source of the river. 
His 
article in the Pioneer Preee is evasive 
ami ex poses the animus of the writer, 
whose object is clearly a desire to 
propag ate an untruth and by so do­ 
ing , deprive a worthy man of the 
credit it accorded him by his fellow- 
countrymen. 
No two of the parties 
who have visited the reg ion since 
Captain Glazier, ag ree as to the true 
source, but they make one thing clear, 
and that is this, that the larg e heart- 
shai» ed lake to the south of Itasca, is 
the only body of water wider and 
deejier than Itasca, that is worthy of 
recog nition as the fountain head; all 
the other ponds and lak<» leta referred 
to beiug little more than mud-puddles 
with no clearly defined outlet« , and 
all tog ether 
undeserving 
of the 
slig htest consideration. 
Mr. Brower's 
•‘true source” is one of those frog - 
ponds and his so called “ accurate 
map” is accurate only in this, that it 
place* Lake Glazier in its rig ht ¡moni­ 
tion. namely, 
atth« - 
head of the 
Mississippi.

TWO CHRISTMAS EVES. 


At th e corner of th e market-square in 
t h e ancient town of St. Ives, Cornwall, 
th ere stands a picturesque old h os­ 
telry called th e “Golden Lion.” Until 
quite lately it h ad for its near neigh ­ 
bor an inn equally picturesque, and 
perh aps even older, th e “George 
and 
Dragon.” 
Both 
th ese 
ancient h ouses 
of entertainment 
must 
h ave 
witnessed 
many 
strange events, l>esides being th e 
scene of many a jovial drinking 
bout after th e gath ering in th e “h ar­ 
vest of th e sea,” or at th e less law 
ful landing of a contraband cargo 
or at th e end of a privateering expe­ 
dition. For all th ese th ings 
3’our 
Cornish man h ath an excellent relish . 
On th is spot was th e palladium of 
th e liberties of St. Ives, for h ere 
stood th e wh fpping-post, th 3 cage, 
and th e stocks. Th e George and 
Dragon must h ave been th e fash ion­ 
able h otels, for after th e Cornish 
Pilgrimage of Grace th e King’s Com­ 
missioner, Sir Anth ony Kingston, 
odged h ere, and entertained at din­ 
ner th e Portreve of St. Ives, wh om 
h e afterwards politely h anged in th e 
market-square for liis treasonable 
practices. Here, also, th e Duke of 
Bolton, wh en h e visted th e town in 
1690, “was treated with six bottles 
of sack.” Th e two h ouses stood so 
close tocreth er—being divided only 
by th e narrow street leading into th e 
market-square—th at th e occupants 
could wish each oth er good morning 
from th e windows. 
In th e day s of George II. Peter 
Hexel 
was 
landlord 
of 
th e 
George 
and 
Dragon, and Joh n 
Kenowder 
ruled 
th e 
Golden 
I Jon. Th ey were not only neigh bors, 
but fast friends. Th ere was jierh aps, 
someth ing in th e similarity of th e 
circumstance of th ese two men th at 
strength ened th eir friendsh ip. Th ey 
were both widowers, and each h ad 
an only ch ild. Rich ard Hexel was a 
h andsome strapping fellow of th ree- 
and-twenty . 
Alary Renowden was 
nineteen, and th e pride of h er fath er's 
h eart. As ch ildren th ey h ad play ed 
togeth er, but th ere came a time wh en 
th ey only looked and smiled and 
nodded to each oth er from th e oppo­ 
site windows. Th en Rich ard would 
watch for Mary wh en sh e went out, 
and would follow h er into th e fields 
or on th e seash ore; and so it came 
to lie at length anoth er version of 
th e old, old story , wh ich surprised 
nobody —least of all th e landlords of 
th e George and Dragon and th e 
Golden Lion, wh o looked forward to 
th e time w h en th e interest of both 
th ose ancient establish ments sh ould 
become one and indivisible. 
But th ere was one person wh o 
watch ed th e growing affection of th e 
lovers with a bitter and jealous h eart. 
Th is would not In* a true love-story , 
according to th e ancient and regular 
patiern, h ad th ere l>een noth ing to 
interrupt its smooth and even course. 
A certain Th omas ('h amper, th e son 
of a mine-master in th e neigh boring 
parish of Zennor, h ad long looked 
with longing ey es on Mary Renowden. 
His visits were discouraged by th e 
h ost of th e Golden Lion, and Mary 
h erself made it very plain th at sh e 
disliked h is 
attentions. 
Noth ing 
could exceed th e bitterness of h is feel­ 
ings wh en ( h amper found th at h e 
was rejected in favor ot one wh o h ad 
been h is successful rival from boy ­ 
h ood. Rich ard Hexel h ad “taken 
h im down” at sch ool in th e wrestling 
bouts at “Feastentide” h ad th rown 
h im in th e “Cornish h ug,” and h ad 
constantly snatch ed th e victory from 
h im in th e game of “h urling.” AH 
th ese defeats h e h ad endured with 
comparative indifference, but to lie 
beaten in th e game of love was not 
so easy to l>ear. He watch ed th e 
lovers in th eir walks, till h e felt h e 
could do any th ing, sh ort of murder, 
to get h is rival out of th e way . He 
th ough t if Hexel were once removed 
from th e scene, h e migh t .vet succeed 
with Mary , trusting to time and th e 
ch apter of accidents. About th is 
time th e Government declared war 
against Spain, and it was certain 
th at men would be wanted for th e 
Navy . If th e King's sh ips could not 
be manned by oth er means, th e press- 
gangs 
would l>e out, and th ey 
would first ol all try th eir luck 
at th e seaports. 
Wh at if th ey 
sh ould 
visit 
St. 
Ives! 
It 
was 
not unlikely —and th cv would be glad 
of a h int wh ere good men were to l»e 
found. Th omas ('h amper turned th is 
matter over in h is mind till h e per­ 
suaded h imself th at h e would be do­ 
ing good service to th e State, and 
furth ering h is own interests at th e 
same time, if h e could lend a h elping 
h and in manning th e Navy , provided 
alway s h e could h imself keep out oi 
th e w ay , for h e h ad no desire to serve 
h is country 011 board a man-of-war. 
He was full of such th ough ts wh en h e 
made one of h is periodical journey s 
to Falmouth on mining business, 
and sough t out a certain “crimp” 
or agent for entrapping seamen for 
th e press-gang. Wh at h e did th ere, 
or wh at arguments h e used to ad­ 
vance h is plans, we need not inquire, 
but th e “crimp” was rich er bv some 
pounds at th e termination of th e in­ 
terview. 
It was Ch ristmas Eve, and th e 
good people of St. Ives were prepar­ 
ing to keep th e festival with due h on­ 
or. Th e usual excitement of t lie sea­ 
son h ad been increased in th e course 
of th e afternoon by th e appearance of 
a sloop-of-war wh ich anch ored in th e 
bay , and it was expected th at some of 
th e officers and crew would come 
ash ore to join in th e general merry ­ 
making. After dark a band of mum­ 
mers entered th e market-square, and 
stopping in front of th e George and 
Dragon, commenced th e performance 
of th e Ch rist mas drama of “St. 
George. " 
Soon a 
large 
crowd 
w as collected, and th e noise brough t 
to th e doors and window’s of th e 
h ouse most of th e persons wh o were 
w ith in, including th e frequenters of a 
little club w h ich met at th e George 
and Dragon and th e Golden Lion al­ 
ternately . 
In th e midst of a terrific combat 
Is*tween St. George and th e Turkish 
Knigh t 
th ere was a commotion 
among th e crowd, and 
11 party of 
armed sailors appeared, h eaded by a 
tall lellow, wh o. flourish ing a naked 
cutlass, cried, “In th e King's name!” 
T h e crowd at once broke away amid 
th e screams of women and th e cries of 
“Th e Press! th e Press!” “Th e sailors 
made a dash at some of th e y ounger 
men in th e crowd, and among th ose 
th ey secured was Rich ard Hexel, wh o 
was standing at h er fath er s door. 
'I h e party th en retreated with th eir 
capti ves, closely followed by th e 
crowd, cry ing. “Down with th e Press- 
gang! Down with th em!" More th an 
once th e sailors were so h ard pressed 
th at th ose in th e rear h ad to turn 
and make a stand in th e narrow 
streets, and a serious conflict was 
th reatened. But th ey reach ed th eir 
boat with th e men th ey h ad cap­ 
tured, and at day ligh t next morning 
th e sloop-of-war in th e bay h ad dis­ 
appeared. 
Th at nigh t th ere was much wailing 
among th e women of St. Ives, and a 
fruitful subject of talk was afforded 
to th e club at th e George and Drag­ 
on. Among th e members of th is 
club were Captain Trenwith , a retired 
officer of th e Navy , w h o h ad sailed 
with Admiral Benbow. and h ad lost 
a leg in th e service of h is country ; 
Mr. Math ews, ropemaker and May or 
of St. Ives: old Will Nance, wh o h ad 


once been a smuggler, and tvh o wore 
a patch over h is left ey e, wh ich h ad 
been knocked out in some encounter 
with revenue officers; and, lastly , 
Joh n Tackabird, th e town barber, 
w h o, alth ough occupy ing a lower so­ 
cial position, w as allowed to associ* 
ciate after business h ours with th e 
men wh ose wigs h e dressed in th e 
morning. But th e barber was in ad­ 
vance of h is time, and h eld opinions 
wh ich Captain Trenwith and th e May ­ 
or th ough t little less th an reasonable. 
Joh n Tackbird was, in fact, a Demo­ 
crat; and on th e present occasion h e 
was loud in h is denunciation of th e 
press-gang, wh ich h e said was contra­ 
ry to Magna Ch arta and th e Bill of 
Righ ts—a ty ranical and unconstitu­ 
tional violation of th e liberty of th e 
subject, and sh owed th at we were a 
nation of down-trodden slaves, writh ­ 
ing under th e iron h eel of despotism. 
“Wh ere.” said h e, waving a news­

Was h e, too, being devoured, 
or wash # already destroy ed? A gleam 


Returning with axes and crocodile 
spears th e party attacked th e bon. 
caoppimr h im completely in two just 
below th e bulge in th e body caused 
by iny feet ana legs liefore h e could 
escape. At th e first b lo w of th e axe 
th e monster made spasmodic efforts 
to disgorge in order to attack h is as­ 
sailants. He tried h ard to escape, 
but th e axes were skillfully applied, 
and h e was rendered powerless. 
Th e severed h ead and neck h ad to 
be slit open before I could be released.

Pelts in a Lepal Tender. 
It is not a generally known h istori­ 
cal fact th at from 1774 to 1784 th e 
Territory now know as Tennessee 
formed a part of North Carolina, 
and th at in 1785 th e Tennesseeans.be­ 
coming dissatisfied with th eir Gov­ 
ernment, organized a State Govern­ 
ment under th e name of “Franklin,” 
wh ich was maintained for 
some 
y ears. Th e State afterward disbanded 
and Territorial Tennessee was again 
annexed to North Carolina. Th e fol­ 
lowing is among th e laws passed by 
th e Izegislature of th e State of 
Franklin. We copy it as found in a 
speech by Daniel Webster on th e cur­ 
rency of 18dH: 
Be it enacted by th e General As­ 
sembly of th e State of Franklin, and 
it is h ereby enucted by th e auth ority 
ofth e same th at from th e first day of 
January , 1789, th e salaries of th e of­ 
ficers ofth e Commonwealth be as fol- j 
lows: 
His Excellency th e Governor, per j 
annum, 1,000 deer skins. 
His Honor th e Ch ief Justice, per 
annum, 500 deerskins. 
Th e Secretary to h is excellency th e 
Governor, per annum, 400 raccoon 
skins. 
Th e Treasury to th e State, 450 
raccoon ski as. 
Each County Clerk, .TOO beaver 
skins. 
Clerk of House of Commons, 200 
raccoon skins. 
Members of th e Assembly , per diem, 
th ree raccoon skins. 
Justices’ fees for signing a warrant, 
one muskratskin. 
To th e Constable for nerving a war­ 
rant, one mink skin. 
Enacted into th e law th e 18th day 
of October, 1786, under th e great 
eeal of th e State.

Brain erd Mourus the Loss ofa Valued 
an d Respected Citizen

Jud ge SleejH*r passed away on 
Tuesd ay morn in g at 12:45 surroun d ed 
by his sorrowin g family. 
His illn ess 
had been of some three weeks d ura­ 
tion an d d urin g the last few d ays his 
frien d s had almost given up hopes of 
his recovery although all that skilled 
physician s could d o w*as d on e. 
His 
d isease was a complication of liver 
an d stomach troubles which had an ­ 
n oyed him for some two or three 
years, but his con stitution was such 
that he d id n ot succumb to the d isease 
un til it had gain ed such a hold on 
him that recovery was impossible. 
He was hoj>eful of recovery to the 
last an d was con scious un til a short 
time before his d eath. 
In the d eath of Jud ge Sleeper 
Brain erd loses a most valued citizen , 
a man who was esteemed for his 
charitable acts an d public en terprise. 
He ciun e to Brain erd some sixteen 
years ago, early in 1872, when the

Ju d g e Young filed a decision today, 
says the Star, which has an im portant 
bearing on the lim it of the homestead 
in cities. 
The case was the appeal of 
Daniel Chase from the decree of dis- 
ribution in th e m atter of the estate 
of H enry B. Chase, deceased. 
The 
heirs of the latter are his widow’, 
H ulda Chase, and his father, Daniel 
Chase, the appellant. 
The property 
was amicably distributed with the ex­ 
ception of the residence of the deceas­ 
ed with the land upon which it stood 
at the corner of Seventeenth street 
and Portland ayefiue. 
The lot is of 
extraordinary size, unplatted, 
and 
the question was how much of it the 
widow could claim as the homestead 
of her deceased hnsband. 
The law' 
states that in cities of 5,000 people 
the hom estead shall be lim ited to one 
lot. 
The probate court held that Mrs. 
Chase was entitled to such a portion 
of the land in question, as homestead, 
as would equal in extent the ordinary 
city lot. and to the w idow's third of 
the remainder. 
Ju d g e Young, how’ 
ever, holds that the whole lot, having 
been occupied by the deceased during 
his lifetime, was his homestead, and 
£« such goes to the widow’ upon his 
death. 
The decision gives Mrs. Chase 
the title to the whole pri perty during 
her life, at her death to go to Daniel 
Chase or his heirs.

The True Source of the Mississippi.

identified with the Glazier expedition 
in 1881, to the headwaters of the 
Mississippi, I ask the favor to be j>er- 
initted to say a few words on the 
question of the true source of that 
river—a subject that has been lately 
discussed in some Minnesota papers.

Those who assert that there 
is any body of water to the south of 
Lake GlaZier? falling into the latter 
or into Lake Itascp, know but little 
of what they are saying. 
Since Cap­ 
tain Glazier's visit in 1881, there have 
been several candidates fpr fame or 
notoriety who have managed to get 
as far as he did, and iealous of his 
success in locating the beautiful lake 
beyond Itasca as the true head, have 
perversely fixed upon sundry puddles 
in its vicinity and published their 
crude convictions to the world in 
contradiction of his account 
Mr. J 
V. BrQjyer fa t|ie latest of these re­ 
doubtable gentlemen, and will gain 
nothing by his effort to dispossess 
Captain (ilazier of the honor con­ 
ferred upon him by public opinion. 
Nine-tenths of the geography, edueta- 
tional publishers and map makers of 
the country have accepted his account, 
while hundreds of the most prominent 
citizens of Minnesota and elsewhere, 
have borne written testimony to the 
truth of hi* statepmats. 
Despite Mr. 
Brower, I unhesitatingly assert tfiat 
no other water exists that can, with 
any show of reason or plausibility, be 
called the source of the Mississippi 
but the fine body of water which now 
bear* the naipe of k al e Glazier, 
Mf. Browers map in the Piqneer 
Press of Dec. 1st, is an unpaewiing 
jumble utterly beyQnd comprehension 
—except, as I have said above, that it 
confirms the Glazier account by plac

The Casnalty Calendar; 
W. J. Borrer, agf*d tn-or.ty two, while en- 
praged in his father’s sawmill at Hock Chapel, 
O ntario, slipped and fell on a large circular 
and hie body was cut alm ost in two, 
canning death a few hours later. 
A search fpr Gus Smith, a boy who had 
been missing since Christmas, was rewarded 
a t Eau Claire, Wia., in finding the body un­ 
der the ice in the river with a cut on the 
forehead. An inquest was held and the jury 
deoid**d il a case of accidental drowning. 
A email grocery store on South S tate st reet 
in Chicago was destroyed by an incendiary 
fire one morning, and an unknown man, 
supposed to have been a burglar, was burned 
to death. A barrel of oil in the front p a rt of 
the store exploded durina the fire, and a man 
named Frank Polio, who was standing o u t­ 
side the door, Was fatally burned. 
The entire business portion of Auburn, a 
small town seven miles north of Grafton, 
D akota, was destroyed by fire. The fire 
was started in the Arlington house, owned 
by William MacKenzie, and burned eleven 
buildings. The losses will fully aggregate 
$40,000; insurance, $20,000. 
Four families 
are homeless. 
The fire was of incendiary 
origin. 
Attelie Thurin, seventeen years of age, who 
was employed as adom esticin a private fami­ 
ly. upon retiring a t Chicago blew out the gas 
and was found dead in bed next morning. 
The girl came from Sweden three weeks ago 
and had lieen ot work for the family only five 
days. Three nights in succession her employ­ 
er had turned out the gas in the girl’s room 
to show her how it was done, but she failed 
to learn. 
Two freights on the Hock Island, running 
twenty miles an hour, colided in a deep eut 
near Tiptop Colorado, completely demolish­ 
ing both engines and trains and instantly 
killing Fireman H arding and crushing the 
skull and otherwise injuring engineer Hoge. 
Engineer f use received severe iujurips on t lie 
head. 
Fireman Houtz suffered a fractured 
hip, injured shoulder and severe wounds on 
the bead, which may prove fatal. The other 
train hands were only slightly bruised. 
An accident occurred at Denver which re­ 
sulted in the instant death of a t least four 
men and m ortally wounding of two others. 
The Denver Gas company had 100 men em­ 
ployed in excavating a ditch,six feet deep along 
the side of and underneath the track of the 
cable car line, when suddenly the track for an 
entire block fell, crushing the life out ofand im­ 
prisoning the men underneath. The men were 
immediately set to work removing the fallen 
track and four dead and two badly wounded 
have been removed. The other men escaped 
with more or less bruises. 
It is not yet 
known whether any more are underneath the 
track or not. The names of the dead and 
wounded have not l>«en ascertained. 


Talk About People. 
The fact th a t Congressman Moffat of Penn­ 
sylvania is confined in a private asylum, the 
result of over work and excitement incident 
to the recent campaign. 1ms called attention 
to the fact th a t over half a dozen congress­ 
man who were defeated for either renomiiia- 
tion or re-election have thus far this season 
not appeared in the house. 
In several in­ 
stances. they are reported as suffering from 
melancholia incident to their defeat. 


Petty Criminalities. 


Six prisoners escaped from jail a t Butte, 
M ontana. All of tliem had been convicted at 
the present terra of court and all were under 
sentence to the jenitentiary for two years. 
W. H. Webb, who murdered his wife at 
Brandon on Sept. 1 was hanged a t Winnipeg, 
lie met his doom without flinching, and pro­ 
fessed to have received religion. Death was 
instantaneous. 
On a farm near North Loup, Nebraska, 
Sheriff Nicholl arrested a nian answering the 
description 
of the s u p p o s e d murderer of 
Miss Mehitable White of Concord, Mass. 
A 
large reward had been offered lor him. 
He 
denies his guilt. 
Prado, the murderer of Marie Aigutant, 
his mistress, was guillotined at Paris in the 
Place de la Roqnette. 
lie perserved a firm 
pemeanor to the last. 
He refused to make a 
confession, and also declined the services of 
the chaplain. The death was witnessed by 
some 200 artists, newspai>er men,* lawyers 
and politicians, who possessed influence suf- 
fieent to obtain admission within the sentry 
lines to the Place de la Roqnette. 
He died 
with much the same bravado as Pranzini, 
his former chum and counterpart. 
A g ambler named Jack Galvin got into a 
dispute with another mnn in Helena. Mont. 
Jack Harris, a well known gambler and a th ­ 
lete. iuterferred and took the stranger's part, 
when another quarrel ensued between Galvin 
and H arris, the latter knocking the former 
down. Galvin secured a dagger und followed 
H arris to Dell Dick's saloon to fight Harris. 
A scuffle followed, both men falling to the 
floor, when Galvin pulled his dirk and sta b ­ 
bed H arris in the left side, the blade cutting 
through a rib. 
The wounded mnn now lives 
at the hospital in a critical condition. Gal­ 
vin is in jail. Sym pathy seems to l»e with 
Galvin as H arris is regarded as a bully, and 
shot a man a t Great Falls hist year. 
In front of the guillotine a hoard stood 
upright to a height of five feet. 
Four burley 
men dressed in blouses of blue and white, 
striped stockings, sprang forward, seized the 
condemned man, hurled him onward against 
the upright, flung themselves upon him. and 
by their weight bore the struggling victim, 
face downward, to the top ot the low p lat­ 
form. T h at board worked on a swivel and 
ran on rollers. 
In an instant it had been 
wheeled forward until the neck was under the 
glistening knife, upon 
which the morning 
light had begun to gleam. Then the knife 
was sprung, and the keen steel struck the 
neck as it might have collided with a rubber 
car spring. It went through, and the head 
of Prado lay am ong the shavings beyond. 
One of the boldest robberies ever com m it­ 
ted in St. Louis, occurred on Olive street, 
near Sixth, the busiest part of the city. 
Henry Ashoff. with Roseuhelm, Lewis & f’o., 
wholesale milliuery, ha*l drawn $1,300 from 
t he Bank of Commerce. He had the money 
in three packages—one of $1,000 and two of 
$150 each. At George Neil’s hat store, 625 
Olive street, he was jostled by three well- 
dressed men and found $300 of his money 
missing. 
He gave tin* alarm and one man 
was arrested. The prisoner gave the name 
o f0. YV, Ward, but afterw ard adm itted liis 
name was Clifford W. Ely. and stated th a t 
he traveled for Price, the collar and cuff 
dealer, Chicago. The money was not found 
on the prisoner. 
Jam es Green, of W olcott, Wayne county> 
N. Y.. who cut his wife’s th ro at after hitting 
her on the head with a hummer, and then 
cut a frightful gash in his own neck, succeed­ 
ed in escaping from his watchers and getting 
possession of a razor, inflicted another deep 
cut on the opposite side of his neck from the 
first, und died in a few moments. 
He had 
made frequent attem pt* during the day to 
tear open the first wound, but was held on 
the bed by two attendants. 
Mrs. Green will 
probably die. 
When asked why he attem p t­ 
ed to kill his wife. Green would only reply: 
“ Because I wanted to .’’ 
Green’s son, a 
young man, savs his father was jealous with­ 
out cause, and th a t women gossips are to 
blame for the trouble. 
There is great ex­ 
citement in the village over the tragedy. 
Judge Roliert A. Johnston 
com m itted 
suicide a t his resident* in Avondale near 
Cincinnati. 
About two m onths ago, his es­ 
timable wife, daughter of the late 
Judge 
Ewing, died after a long and painful illness. 
Since then. Judge Johnston has been known 
to l>e broken with grief, though he has a t­ 
tended nearly ns usual to his duties. 
He 
resided 
with his married daughter, Mrs. 
H arries llurlbert, and after dinner visited 
the grave of his 
wife at Bpring 
Grove 
cemetery. In the morning, he rose, und, with­ 
out dressing himself, took a revolver which 
he had in his room , and deliberately fired a 
ball through his head, causing instantaneous 
death. He w as well established gnancially, 
happy in ull his domestic rotations and hits 
no known cause for this act, except for his 
overwhelming grief at the loss of his lifelong 
companion. He was between 55 and 60 
years old. 
An unknown man entered the saloon of C. 
Kaimbach, in the suburbs of Omuha, as he was 
c lo sin g up, and. flashing u revolver in liis face, 
ordered him to throw ui> his hands. 
Kalm- 
bach seized the man, when the la tte r fired, 
the ball striking Kaimbach just above the 
temple. The saloon keeper threw his assail­ 
ant to the floor w hen a s«*eond man rushed in 
and began bgating Kaimbach over the head 
with a revolver. 
The snloonkoejicr'H dog 
here seized the second man, and Kaimbach 
succeeded in throwing the first man out of 
the window. The second burglar then broke 
nwa.v from the dog und tied. 
Kaimbach 
staggered to the house of a neighbor. The 
bullet was found about an eighth of an inch 
from the temple and a half inch from the 
point where it entered. There were 14 bad 
scalp wounds. 
His recovery is considered 
doubtful. The assailants are still at large. 
At a country church in Coffey county, 
Georgia, a few days since, a man who was 
disturbing public workship was killed by the 
preacher in charge of the church. 
F or some 
time trouble has existed in the church, one 
faction favoring the retention of the present 
pastor, and the other favoring his dismissal. 
The faction fight grew very bitter, and the 
trouble reached a climax recently, when the 
pasto r’s friemls voted him for another year. 
One of the members m ost bitterly opposed 
to the pastor, approached the p'ulpir where 
the reverend gentleman was sitting, and en­ 
gaged in conversation with him. 
This be­ 
came much excited, and finally the mem be 
raised his hand and dealt the preueher a 
sharp blow on the cheek. 
The pastor re­ 
m onstrated with his assailant, but be struck 
the preacher aguiu and again, accom panying 
the blows with a profusion of vile epithets, 
and also tp iu in g in the minister's face. 
The ' 
minister drew his knife and stabbed his as- J 
sealant rejieatedly. 
Women screamed, and [ 
the men looked on aghast, while the unfor- i 
tunate mau fell jdown in the pulpit and died. 


Battenberg, late Prince of Bulgaria, and tbs 
report is construed th a t Russia will advo­ 
cate his resumption ofthe Bulgarian throne. 
Brussels, in Belgium, has been throw n into 
a ferment of eXcitemeht by the reception by 
prom inent people of cords and telegrams an­ 
nouncing the advent in the quajnt old city 
of the famous “Jack the Ripper.” of White­ 
chapel notoriety. King Leopold, the per­ 
fect Of police and the court ministers are 
am ong trie recipients of this mysterious be­ 
ing h delicate attention. 
The steam er Leo went into Prince Frederick 
sound Alaska, and nnrhored, and when the 
tide receded and the storm abated the Leo 
was left high and dry on the the ledge of 
1 able Rock. The vessel settled down ten feet, 
striking her stern on rocky boulders, com­ 
pletely demolishing the keel. The tide fell 
twenty-four feet. The crew landed on the 
beach half a mile d istant and saved all the 
vessels gear, while the cargo was lost. A 
boat with five men was sent to Juneau for 
assistance, and the rest o fth e crew remained 
on the lieach for twenty-two days. (’apt. 
W hitford and the cook remained a t the scene 
of the disaster, guarding w hat m aterial was 
saved until the same can be taken to Sitka.

The ducking tub and hanging by the wrists, 
modes of punishment long in vogue a t the 
Ohio penitentiary, have been abolished by 
acden Coffin as too severe and inhuman, 
and the dark dungeon will be substituted for 
them. 
A section of iron pipe, 6 inches long and

heavy dynam ite catridges, and with a fuse 
attached, was found under a stairw ay on the 
tenement 313 E ast Thirty-eighth street. New 
York The police is trying to find out who 
placed it there. 
A nother $25,000 lil>el suit against tbef'hi- 
cago Times, growing out of its recent infan­ 
ticide investigations, was begun in the cir­ 
cuit court by Dr. W alter F. Knoll. The al­ 
leged libelous article printed under a heading 
w hich announced th at the doctor was a phy­ 
sician who would perform a criminal opera­ 
tion “out of sym pathy.” Dr. Knoll claims 
tliat the interview with him did not bear out 
the allegations of the headline, but th a t he 
was mis-represented m ost grossly. 
Father F. C. Jean, about ten years ago 
was removed from the pastorate of St. Ira- 
neus’ Catholic church a t Lyons. Iowa, by 
Bishop Hennessy. He has brought several 
suits to recover damages from the bishop on 
the ground th a t the removal was illegal, in 
all of which suits Jenn was defeated. 
He 
filed with the clerk of the district court n 
petit ion asking damages from Bishop Hen­ 
nessy. W. J. Knight end 
W, J. Cnntilhon 
jointly, in the sum of $300,000. The ques­ 
tion of property ownership is in volved, Father 
Jean claiming th at his personal funds were 
invested in property which the church has 
deprived him of. 
The work on the Panam a cnnal continues, 
although on some sections labor hns been re­ 
duced. Altogether some 2,000 men have been 
discharged during the past two months, ow­ 
ing to disputes between the canal company 
and contractors. 
It is not expected th at huv 
more workmen will lie dispensed with. The 
highest authorities consider n to tal susjien- 
sion of work as very improbable. Huch a 
suspension could only be occasioned by the 
complete failure of the reorganization scheme 
now under consideration in Paris. Thereure 
now about 9,000 laborers actually engaged 
on the works. There is no foundation tor the 
reports recently circulated th a t 75 perocnriot 
the men now-in the employ of the company 
would be discharged at end of one j-ear. 
The legislature of Idaho Territory, now in 
session, is considering measures looking to 
the overthrow of the influeDceof the Mormon 
church in territorial politics. The present 
election law requires voters when casting 
their ballots to take oath th a t they are not 
mcmliers of the Mormon church. 
The object 
of this law was evaded at the late election by 
Mormons perm itting themselves to be ex­ 
communicated from the church with the un­ 
derstanding th a t they would ire reinstated 
after the election. It is now proposed to pass 
a law requiring each voter to make affidavit 
th a t he has not lveen a rar>mber of the Mor­ 
mon church within two years preceding the 
election. 
There was a sad sequel nt Chicago to a 
ease resembling th at of lost Chailie Ross. 
The missing child in this instance was little 
Tessie Redmond, the pretty golden-heim l 
four-year-old daughter of sturdy looking 
John Redmond, a blacksmith. The father, 
driven crazy by the worry and anxiety of 
his little one s disappearance und 
his fruit­ 
less effort to recover her was at last ad ­ 
judged insane in the county court and com­ 
mitted to u private asylum. 
May 22, last 
Tessie was playing in front, of her father s 
house on S tate Street. 
T hat was the last 
ever seen of her. 
Her dieappenrunce was as 
complete as it was mysterious. 
Rewards 
were offered, but alt th a t the strictest in 
quiry ever revealed was the testim ony of 
some playm ates who said th a t they saw a 
w-oman in black approach Tessie and proffer 
her sweetmeats. 
When they turned around 
ugain the mysterious woman and her 
sup­ 
posed victim h a l gone.

It is learned at the departm ent of state at 
W ashington th at the case of the brig Josefa 
against the Spanish government, for indigni­ 
ties, etc., alleged to have been imposed by the 
custom s officers a t P o rt Rico, Jam aica! hns 
lss'ii under investigation since July, 1887, 
and since th a t time the stale departm ent has 
been endeavoring to secure a rem ittance of 
the fine th a t had been placed on the vessel. 
The Spanish laws against smuggling contain 
a provision th a t it a vessel comes into a 
8 punish port with less cargo on hoard than 
her manifest shows, she will be liable to a 
tine of $200 for every package missing. 
This 
ship’s 
manifest 
mentioned twenty 
packages 
of corn 
starch 
th a t 
could 
n o t 
be 
found, 
and a 
fine of $1,000 
was 
accordingly 
levied 
on 
her. 
It is a custom to remit thefinp if u reasonable 
excuse can lie given, but in this cane the pack­ 
ages could not by any explanation Is* ac­ 
counted for. One defense was advam-ed that 
the goods had been put by m istake on the 
bark Josephus, which lay next to the Josefa 
in New York, but the departm ent, upon in­ 
vestigating the case, learned that the Jose­ 
phus had no corn starch on board on that 
trip, and did not lay next to the Josefa in 
loading. In the correspondence, the officers 
of the Josefa adm itted th at the m istake may 
have been caused by careless receipting for 
the goods. In view of the failure of the ship 
to explain the absence of the packages, th« 
departm ent could see no ground on whirl 
to base a quarrel with the ‘Spanish custom 
office, and the cam has been dropped. 


Trouble of Saloon Keeper*. 
In the district court nt Grand Forks D. 1 
Judge Templeton gave the liquormen a vei 
black eye w hen he decided th a t a galoot, 
keeper could not claim the protection of th* 
law until his lirense was issued, even though 
he hart filed bonds und paid the license money. 
This nffeets a number of cases. The county 
commissioners, alter the local option law 
was passed, granted license for the bal­ 
ance of the year at $125. Quite a number 
of saloon men paid their money to the treas­ 
urer and filed bonds, commencing to sell 
liquor at once and before the bonds had been 
acted upon by the commissioners. 
Indict­ 
ments were found against 
some 
on 
this 
ground 
and they have put up money 
in 
tlie 
shape 
of 
fines. 
Johu 
Snnden. of McKiuock. was found guilty of 
selling liquor to minors. 
He plead guilty to 
the second charge of the same character and 
to a third charge of unlawful selling. The 
court imposed a fine of $150 on charge or 
to go to jail and w orkout the fine a t the 
rute of $2 per day. Judgem ent was reserved 
on the other counts. San den went to jail. 
Jam es Rich, of Manuel, wrus found guilty of 
unlawfully selling liquor during local option 
times ami was sentenced to jail for fifteen 
days w ithout the option of a fine. George 
Swenson, who refused to heed a subpoena to 
appear before the grand jury, was sent to 
jail for seven days for 
contem pt of the 
court. 


CHRIST’S BIRTH. 


Bev. Dr Talinftge, finds a subject for his 
Christmas sermon in BanpLike 
Birthplaces. 
The R$v, T. De W itt Talm age, D. D.j 
preached, taking for his subject “ Barnlike 
Birthplaces.” His text was: “ Ye shall find 
the babe wrapped in swaddling clothes, 
lying in a manger. 
And suddenly there was 
with the angel a m ultitude of the heavenly 
hbst.”-—Luke ii, 12, 13. 
At midnight, lrom one of the galleries ot 
the sky. a chant broke. To an ordinary ob­ 
server there was no reason for such a celes­ 
tial dem onstration. A poor man and wife— 
travelers, Joseph end alary by name—had 
lodged in an outhouse of an unim portant 
village. The supreme hour of solemnity had 
passed, and upon the pallid forehead and 
fcbeek oi Mary God had set the dignity, the 
Srandeur, the tenderness, theeverlasting and 
ivine significance of motherhood. 
But such thiugs often occurred in Bethle­ 
hem, yet never before had a sta r been unfixed, 
or had a baton of light marshaled over the 
hills winged orchestra. 
If there had been 
such brilliant and m ighty recognition a t an 
advent in the house of Pharaoh, or a t an ad ­ 
vent in the house nfl'jesar, or the house of 
H apsburg, or the house ol S tuart, we would 
not so much have wondered; but a barn 
seems too poor a center for such delicate 
and archangelic circumference. 
The stage 
seems too small for so great an act, the mu­ 
sic too grand for such unappreciative audi­ 
tors, the window of the stable too rude to he 
serenaded b,v other worlds. 
No, sir. No madam. 
It Is my joy this 
morning to tell you w hat was born th at 
hight in the village barn; and, as I want to 
make my discourse accumulative and cli­ 
macteric, 1 begin, in the first place, by tell­ 
ing you th a t th at night in the Bethlehem 
manger was born (I.) encouragement for all 
the poorly started. 
He had only two friends 
—they were His parents. 
No satin-lined 
cradle, no delicate attentions, but straw and 
the cattle, and the coarse joke and banter of 
the camel drivers. 
No wonder the medieval 
painters represent the oxen as kneeling lie- 
fore the infant Jesus, for there were no men 
there a t th a t time to worship. 
From tb# 
depths of what poverty He rose until to-day. 
He is honored in all Christendom, and sits on 
the imperial throne in heaven. 
W hat name is mightiest today in Christen­ 
dom? Jesus. Who hasm orefriendsonearth 
than any other being? Jesus. 
Before whom 
do the m ost thousands kneel in chapel and 
church and cathedral this hour? Jesus. 
For 
whom could 106,000,000 souls be marshaled 
ready to fight or die? Jesus. 
From what 
depth of poverty to w hat height of renown? 
And so let all those who are poorly started 
remember th at they cannot be more poorly 
born, or more disadvantageouslv. than this 
Christ. Let them look up to ilia example 
while they have time and eternity to im itate 
It. 
Do you know th a t the vast m ajority ol 
the world’s deliverers had barn-like birth 
places. Lather, the em ancipator of religion, 
born am ong the mines. Shakespeare, the 
em ancipator of literature, born in an humble 
home at Stratford on Avon. Columbus, the 
discoverer of a world, born in poverty a t 
Genoa. H ogarth, the discoverer of how to 
make a rt accumulative und adm inistrative 
of virtue, born in an humble home a t West­ 
moreland. 
K itto and Prideaux, whose keys 
unlocked new 
apartm ents in the Holy 
Scriptures which had never lieen entered, 
born in want. 
Yes, I have to tell you th a t 
niue ont of ten of the world's deliveries, nine 
out of ten of the world’s 
messiahs—the 
messiahs of science, the messiahs of law. the 
messiahs of medicine, 
the 
messiahs of 
poverty, the messiahs of grand benevolence 
were boru in want. 
I suppose th at when Henschei, the great 
astronom er, was born in the home of a poor 
musician, not only one star, but all the stars 
th a t he afterward discovered, pointed down 
to his manger 
I suppose th a t when H aydn, 
the German composer, was born in the hum­ 
ble home of a poor millwright, th at ull the 
angels of music chanted over the manger 
Oh, what encouragement for those who are 
fmorly started ! 
Ye who think yourselves 
ar down, aspire to go high up.’ 
I stir your holy am bitions to-day. and 1 
want to tell you, although the whole world 
may be opposed to you, and inside and o u t­ 
side of your occupations or professions there 
may he those who would hinder your as 
cent on your side and enlisted in your i**ha!f 
are the sym pathetic heart and the alm ighty 
arm of One who one Christmas night, about 
1.8H8 years ago, was w rapped in swaddling 
clothes and laid in a manger. Oh. what m ag­ 
nificent encou ragemen t for t he poorly st art ed* 
II. Again, I hare to tell you th at in th at 
village bam th a t night was bom good will 
to men, whether you call it kindness, or for­ 
bearance, or forgiveness, or geniality, or at- 
lection, or love. 
It was no sport of high 
Heaven to send its favorite to th at humilia­ 
tion.

Electric!j re Hanging. 
On January 1, 1889, the law re- 
tjuirin# electrical execution in New 
^ ork went into effect, but until a few 
days ajto, when experiment# were 
made at Mr. Edison’# laboratory at 
Orange, relates the New York Time#, 
the amount and character of current 
required to make death certain and 
instantaneous had not been deter­ 
mined. The experiment# were con­ 
ducted by Harold I*. Brown, an elec­ 
trical engineer, and two calves and a 
horse were #hooked to death. The 
firnt victim—a calf, weighing 124% 
pounds, was cut on the forehead and 
on the Hpine behind the forehead, and 
sponge-covered plates, moiHtened in 
a solution of sulphate of zinc, were 
fastened in place. 
“The re«wtanee 
of the animal was 3,200 ohms. 
An 
alternating current of 700 volts was 
applied 
for thirty 
seconds, and 
the animal was killed 
instantly. 
It 
was 
at 
once 
dissected 
by 
Drs. Ingram and Blever, but the 
brain, heart, and lungs were found to 
be in normal condition, and the meat 
was pronounced fit for fooil. 
One 
metal plate carrying the current 
touched the hair of the forehead and 
slightly burned it, butotherwluethere 
were no external indications of injury. 
The second calf weighed 155 pounds, 
and had a resistance of 1,300 ohms. 
The deadly alternating current at 
700 volt# pressure was applied for 
five seconds and produced instant 
death. 
A home 
weighing 
1,230 
pounds was next killed by passing 
the alternate current at 700 volts 
from one foreleg to the other. The 
resistance of this animal was 11,000 
ohms. The experiments proved the 
alternating current to be the most 
deadly force known to science, and 
that less than half the pressure used 
in New York city for electric lightning 
by this system is eufficent to cause 
instant death.”

Animals to be slaughtered in early 
winter will lay on two pounds of fat 
before cold pinches than one pound 
after that condition comes; besides, 
when fat, cold will not pinch. 
Make pets of your colts. 
Make 
friends of your horses. Treat them 
kindly and you will not be troubled 
with unsafe and unruly horses. 
It is 
but the humane way to treat them 
anyway. 
It is a good plan to feed some of 
the bone and muscle forming foods, 
during the fattening process, what­ 
ever the system of sw ine husbandry 
may be, says the Western Rural. 
Some }>eople think that feeding this 
class of food is wasting it. That is 
an error. If the food makes muscle 
it increases the weight and what is 
more it makes the valuable part ol 
the hog. 
There is no doubt that hogs can 
l»e fattened quicker and with less | 
food if provided with good warm i 
houses, and the

in j 
troughs. 
Use lil>erally of salt and | 
wood 
ashes, cinders, refuse coal, 
slacked lime, brimstone and charcoal i 
about once a week, each in small 
quantities. Above all things see that j 
your hogs have unfailing appetites i 
and are in good condition physically.

Feathers anil Geese. 
It is printed that the annual con­ 
sumption of feathers in this country 
for bedding purposes is estimated to 
amount to 3,000,000 pounds. To 
furnish this 3,000,000 healthy geese 
must give up their feathers in a year. 
The geese furnishing these downy pil­ 
lows and beds of ease are to be found 
mainly in Southern Illinois, Missouri, 
Arkansas. Tennessee and Kentucky. 
The climate is cold enough to cause 
the feathers to be fine and soft, and 
not to cold to make their care a m at­ 
ter of unprofitable labor to farmers. 
Below this territory the feathers arc 
quillv and free from down; above,the 
cold Winters make geese-farming un­ 
profitable, for when the goose can't 
find food for herself, because of frozen 
land an<l water, she has to be fed, 
and she’ll eat as much corn as a 
sheep. 
Speaking of feathers, here 
is the way to pick dead geese: 
After 
killing the goose immerse it in scald­ 
ing wafer and then wrap it in a thick 
cloth for five minutes.

D., 
preached, taking for his subject “ Barnlike 
Birthplace*.” Hi* text wa#: “Ye shall find 
the babe wrapped in swaddling clothes, 
lying in a manger. And suddenly there wa* 
with the angel a m ultitude of the heavenly 
hbst."—Luke ii, 12, 13. 
At midnight, from one of the galleries of 
the sky. a chant broke. To aa ordinary ob­ 
server there wa* no reason for such a celes­ 
tial demonstration. A poor man and wife— 
travelers, Joseph and Mary by name—had 
lodged in an outhouse of an unim portant 
village. The supreme hour of solemnity had 
passed, and upon the pallid forehead and 
Cheek of .Mary God had set the dignity, the 
grandeur, the tenderness, iheeverliisting and 
divine significance of motherhood. 
But such thing* often occurred in Bethle­ 
hem. vet never before bad a star been unfixed, 
or bad a baton of light marshaled over the 
hill* winged orchestra. 
If there bad been 
Such brilliant and mighty recognition a t an 
ad ren t in the house of Pharaoh, or a t an ad­ 
vent in tbs house ofCiesar, o rth # house of 
Hapsburg, or the house ol Stuart, we would 
not so much have wondered; bat a barn 
seems too poor a center for such delicate 
and archangelic circumference. 
The stage 
seems too small for so great an act, the mu­ 
sic too grand for such unappreciative audi­ 
tors. the window of the stable too rude to be 
serenaded by other worlds.

whom could 100,000,000 souls lie marshaled 
ready to fight or die? Jesus. From what 
depth of poverty to what height of renown? 
And so let all those who are poorly started 
remember that.they cannot lie more poorly 
born, or more disadvantageously, than this 
Christ. Let them look up to His example 
bile they have time and eternity to im itate 
It. 
Do you know th at the vast majority ol 
the world's deliverers had barn like birth 
places. 
Luther, the em ancipator of religion. 
born among the mines. Shakespeare, the 
emancipator of literature, born in an humble 
home at Stratford on Avon. Columbus, the 
discoverer of a world, born in poverty a t 
Genoa. H ogarth, the discoverer of how to 
make art accumulativ* end adm inistrative 
of virtue, born in an humble home at West­ 
moreland. 
K itto and Pndeaux, whose keys 
unlocked new 
apartm ents in the Holy 
Scripture# which had never l>een entered, 
bom in want. Ye*. I have to tell you th a t 
nine ont of ten of the world s deliveries, nine 
out of ten of the world * 
messiahs—the 
messiahs of science, the messiahs of law. the 
messiahs of medicine, 
the 
meesiab* of 
poverty, the messiahs of grand benevolence 
were bora in want. 
I suppose th at when Hensehel, the great 
astronom er, wa* born in th# home of a poor 
musician, not only one star, but all the stars 
that he afterward discovered, pointed down 
to his manger 
I suppose that when Haydn, 
the German composer, wa* born in the hum­ 
ble home of a poor millwright, th at all the 
augels of music chanted over the manger. 
Oh, what encouragement for those who are

I stir your holy ambitions to-day. and I

Feathers and Geese. 
It is printed that the annual con­ 
sumption of feathers in this country 
for bedding purposes is estimated to 
amount to 3,000,000 pounds. To 
furnish this 3,000,000 healthy geese 
must give up tlo‘ir feathers iii a year. 
The geese furnishing these downy pil­ 
lows and beds of ease are to lie found 
mainly in Southern Illinois. Missouri, 
Arkansas, Tennessee and Kentucky. 
The climate is cold enough to cause 
tho feathers to be fine and soft, and 
not to cold to ma ke their ca re ti mat­ 
ter of unprofitable labor to farmers. 
Below' this territory the feathers are 
quill.v and free from down; above, the 
cold Winters make geese-farming un­ 
profitable, for when the goose can t 
find food for herself, because of frozen 
land and water, she has to be fed, 
and she’ll eat as much corn as a 
sheep. 
Speaking of feathers, here 
is the way to pick dead geese: 
After 
killing the goose immerse it iii scald­ 
ing water and then wrap it in a thick 
cloth for five minutes. 
All the pin­ 
feathers and down will then come off 
easily. In marketing geese they may 
be scalded after all the dry, clean 
feathers have been removed, but care 
must be taken not to break the skin. 
After removing the feathers immerse 
the carcass in cold water for a hour.

ful landing of a contraband cargo, 
ar a t the end of a privateering expe­ 
dition. F o r all these things your 
Toriiish m an hath an excellent relish. 
On this sp o t was the palladium of 
the liberties of St. Ives, for here 
stood the w h'pping-post, th s cage, 
and the stocks. The George and 
Dragon m ust have been the fcishion- 
able hotels, for after the Cornish 
Pilgrim age of Grace the K ing’s Com­ 
missioner, Sir A nthony K ingston, 
lodged here, and entertained a t din­ 
ner the Portreve of St. Ives, whom 
he afterw ards politely hanged in the 
m arket-square for his treasonable 
practices. Here, also, the Duke of 
Bolton, when he visted the tow n in 
1690, “ was treated with six bottles 
of sack.” The tw o houses stood so 
close together—being divided only 
by the narrow ’ street leading into the 
m arket-square—th a t the occupants 
^ould w ish each other good m orning 
from the windows. 
In the days of George II. Peter 
Hexel 
was 
landlord 
of 
the 
George 
and 
D ragon, and John 
Renowder 
ruled 
the 
Golden 
I Jon. They were not only neighbors, 
but fast friends. There was perhaps, 
som ething in the sim ilarity of the 
circumstance of these tw o men th a t 
strengthened their friendship. They 
were both widowers, and each had 
an only child. 
Richard Hexel was a 
handsom e strapping fellow of three- 
and-tw enty. 
Alary Renowden was 
nineteen, and the pride of her father’s 
heart. As children they had played 
together; but there came a timewhen 
they only looked and smiled and 
nodded to each other from the oppo­ 
site windows.

Pelts in a Legal Temler. 
It is n o t a generally known histori­ 
cal fact th a t from 1774 to 1784 the 
T erritory now know as Tennessee 
formed a p a rt of N orth Carolina, 
and th a t in 1785 the Tennesseeans,be­ 
coming dissatisfied with their Gov­ 
ernm ent, organized a S tate Govern­ 
m ent under the name of “ F ranklin,” 
which was m aintained 
for 
some 
years. The S tate afterw ard disbanded 
and Territorial Tennessee was again 
annexed to N orth Carolina. 
The fol­ 
lowing is am ong the law s passed by’ 
the 
leg islatu re of the S ta te of 
Franklin. 
We copy it as found in a 
speech by Daniel W ebster on the cur­ 
rency of 1888: 
Be it enacted by the General As­ 
sembly of the S tate of Franklin, and 
it is hereby enacted by the a u th o rity 
of the same th a t from the first day of 
Jan u ary , 1789, the salaries of the of­ 
ficers o ft he Commonwealth be as fol­ 
lows:

It is not a generally known histori­ 
cal fact th a t from 1774 to 1784 the 
T erritor3’ now know as Tennessee 
formed a p art of N orth Carolina, 
and th a t in 1785 the Tennesseeans,be­ 
coming dissatisfied with their Gov­ 
ernment, organized a State Govern­ 
ment under the name of “ Franklin,” 
which was m aintained 
for 
some 


3’ears. The State afterward disbanded 
and Territorial Tennessee was again 
annexed to North Carolina. 
The fol­ 
lowing is am ong the laws passed b3T 
the 
Legislature of the S tate of 
Franklin. We cop3’ it as found in a 
speech by Daniel Webster on the cur- 
renc3’ of 1838: 
Be it enacted by the General As­ 
sembly of the State of Franklin, and 
it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same th a t from the first day of 
January, 1789, the salaries of the of­ 
ficers of the Commonwealth be as fol­ 
lows: 
His Excellency the Governor, per 
annum , 1,000 deer skins. 
His H onor the Chief Justice, per 
annum , 500 deerskins. 
The Secretary to his excellency the 
Governor, per annum, 400 raccoon 
skins. 
The Treasury to the State, 450 
raccoon skins. 
Each County Clerk, 300 beaver 
skins. 
Clerk of House of Commons, 200 
raccoon skins. 
Members of the Assembly, per diem, 
three raccoon skins. 
Justices’ fees for signingaw arrant, 
one m uskratskin. 
T othe Constable for serving a w ar­ 
ra n t, one mink skin. 
Enacted into the law the 18th day 
of O etoW , 1786, under the great 
seal of the State.

Brainerd Mourns the Loss of a Valued 
and Respected Citizen. 


‘‘Leave* have their time to fall, 
And flower* to wither at ih* north wind’* breath, 
Aud atar* to *et;—but all, 
Thou hasn’t all sca*on» for thine own, O Death.” 
Judge Sleeper passed away on 
Tuesday morning at 12:45 surrounded 
by his sorrowing family. His illness 
had been of some three weeks dura­ 
tion and during the last few days his 
friends had almost given up hopes of 
his recovery although all that skilled 
physicians could do was done. His 
disease was a complication of liver 
and stomach troubles which had an­ 
noyed him for some two or three 
years, but his constitution was such 
that he did not succumb to the disease 
until it had gained such a hold on 
him that recovery was impossible. 
He was hopeful of recovery to the 
last aud was conscious until a short 
time before his death. 
In the death of Judge Sleeper 
Brainerd loses a most valued citizen, 
a man who was esteemed for his 
charitable acts and public enterprise. 
He came to Brainerd some sixteen 
years ago, early in 1872, when the 
city was in its infancy, and cast his 
lot with the early comers to this city, 
firmly fffffieving that in it there was a 
future, and his untiring efforts were 
devoted to building up and advanc­ 
ing its interests, and as monuments 
to his memory today stands the 
Sleeper opera house, on Broadway, 
an elegant structure and a source of 
much pleasure to the people of this 
city; also the Sleeper block on Front 
street. He was instrumental in orig­ 
inating the Brainerd, Crookston & 
Northwestern railroad enterprise, now 
the B. & N. W. 
He acquired a lurge 
amount of real estate and platted 
Sleeper’s Addition and Sleeper’s Park 
Addition, and was connected with all 
enterprises which were to advance 
public interests. The beautiful sum­ 
mer resort on Long Lake, known as 
Lake View, some four miles from the 
city, was built by him. 
To show ! 
with what esteem he was hela by his j 
fellow citizens it may lie stated that 
he has held various offices of public 
trust, having been elected county 
auditor, clerk of district court, county 
attorney and register of deeds. 
In 
March, 1887, he was elected mayor of 
Brainerd, but resigned the office im­ 
mediately after his election to accept 
the apiiointment of judge of the Fif­ 
teenth judicial district, which was 
tendered him by Gov. McGill. 
His 
official career as judge expired on 
Dec. 31st, the day on which his death 
occnrred. 
In his judicial career his 
record was such as to give the greatest 
of satisfaction, as he was a profound 
jurist, a close and observant student, 
and a learned man. He was at one 
time publisher of the D ispa t c h, but 
sold out shortly after he acquired his j 
interest to his partner. 
In politics Judge Sleeper was a j 
staunch republican and his opinion in j 
matters pertaining to the welfare of 
the party in state or local matters was 
eagerly sought by his political friends. 
No man in tlie whole state evinced 
more pleasure at the announcement 
of the success of his party on the Na­ 
tional ticket at the recent election 
than he. 
During all the years that he prac­ 
ticed law iu this place he was very 
successful, and his practice was exten­ 
sive. 
He had one of the finest libraries 
iu the state, or Northwest for that 
matter. 
At the time of his death he was 
Most Eminent Commander of Ascalou 
Coramandery 9 No. 
16, 
Knights 
Templar, and Sir Knight Captain of 
the U. R. K. P. 
The former society 
took charge of the remains while they 
laid in state at St. Paul’s Episcopal 
church on Wednesday forenoon, and 
alao of the funeral services which oc­ 
curred on Wednesday at 2:30 p. m* 
From 2 until 5 o’clock on Wednesday 
all business houses in the city closed 
in honor of his memory. The funeral 
cortege formed on Eighth street, in 
front of the Masonic temple, and was 
escorted to the late residence of the 
deceased by the First Regiment U. R. 
K. P. band. In the procession were 
the members of Asealon Commanderv, 
K. T., Brainerd Bar Association, Uni­ 
form Rank K. of P., White Cross 
Lodge K. of P., Brainerd Board of 
Trade and the Fire Department. 
From his home tho funeral procession 
marched to the church where the im­ 
pressive ceremonies were conducted 
by the Rev. Geo. H. Davis. From 
the church nearly one thousand peo­ 
ple followed the earthly remains to 
Evergreen cemetery where they were 
laid to rest, the Knights Templar i n ­ 
forming the ceremonies which were 
as beautiful as they were impressive. 
Judge Sleeper leaves a grief-strick­ 
en wife and two daughters, Mrs. Ed­ 
ward Hazen and Mrs. J. L. Smith, to 
mourn his death. 
The sympathy of 
the entire community goes out to 
them in their time of sorrow. He was 
a kind and loving husband aud an in­ 
dulgent father, and the sorrowing 
ones left behind can find solace in the 
fact that those who knew the deceased 
most intimately, placed the highest 
estimate upon his character as a man 
and citizen -his strict integrity was 
unquestioned. 


BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH. 
Judge C. B. Sleeper was born at 
Holland, Erie county, New Aork, in 
1838. His father came from an old 
New Hampshire family that sent off 
a branch into Vermont. Nearly all 
the Sleepers in the country are of 
New England stock. 
His mother 
was of french ancestry, the family 
name 
being originally Bonpasse. 
The first of the name came to New 
England in the brig Fortune, in the 
year 1621. Tho name shared the fate 
of many fine and significant French 
names in this country, being corrupted 
first into Bumpas and then into Bump.

Brainerd Mourns the Loss ofa Valued 
and Respected Citizen. 


They had a Nice Time. 
The people who had the pleasure 
of attending the dance given at Al. 
Kimball’s on Eagle lake, last Thursday 
evening, enjoyed a rare treat. Mr. 
Kimball had arranged for quite a 
crowd and had taken the partition 
out of his house giving the dancers 
plenty of room. There were some 
fifteen couple in attendance from this 
city and about 40 couple in all. The 
dance was a complimentary affair 
tendered by Mr. Kimball and his wife

Judge Sleeper passed away on 
Tuesday morning at 12:45 surrounded 
by his sorrowing family. His illness 
had been of some three weeks dura­ 
tion and during the last few days his 
friends had almost given up hopes of 
his recovery although all that skilled 
physicians could do was done. His 
disease was a complication of liver 
and stomach troubles which had an­ 
noyed him for some two or three 
years, but his constitution was such 
that he did not succumb to the disease 
until it had gained such a hold on 
him that recovery was impossible. 
He was hopeful of recovery to the 
last and was conscious until a short 
time before his death. 
In the death of Judge Sleeper 
Brainerd loses a most valued citizen, 
a man who was esteemed for his 
charitable acts and public enterprise. 
He came to Brainerd some sixteen 
years ago, early in 1872, when the 
city was in its infancy, and cast his 
lot with the early comers to this city, 
firmly IRflieving that in it there was a 
future, and his untiring efforts were 
devoted to building up and Advanc­ 
ing its interests, and as monuments 
to his memory today stands the 
Sleejier opera house, on Broadway, 
an elegant structure and a source of 
much pleasure to the people of this 
city; also the Sleeper block on Front 
street 
He was instrumental in orig­ 
inating the Brainerd, Crookston & 
Northwestern railroad enterprise, now 
the B. A N. W. 
He acquired a large 
amount of real estate and platt«*d 
Sleeper’s Addition and Sleeper’s Park 
Addition, and was connected with all 
enterprises which were to advance 
public interests. 
The l>eautiful sum­ 
mer resort on Long Lake, known as 
Lake View, some four miles from the 
city, was built by him. 
To show 
with what esteem he was held by his 
fellow citizens it may Is1 stated that 
he has held various offices of public 
trust, having been elected county 
auditor, clerk of district court, county 
attorney and register of deeds. 
In 
March, 1887, he was elected mayor of 
Brainerd, but resigned the office im­ 
mediately after his election to accept 
the appointment of judge of the Fif­ 
teenth judicial district, which was 
tendered him by Gov. McGill. 
His 
official career as judge expired on 
Dec. 31st, the day on which his death 
occurred. 
In his judicial career his 
record was such as to give the greatest 
of satisfaction, as he was a profound 
jurist, a close and observant student, 
and a learm*d man. 
He was at one 
time publisher of the D is p a t c h , but 
sold out shortly after he acquired his 
interest to his partner. 
In politics Judge Sleeper was a 
staunch republican and his opinion in 
matters pertaining to the welfare of 
the party in state or local matters was 
eagerly sought by his political friends. 
No man in the whole state evinced 
more pleasure at the announcement 
of the success of his party on the Na­ 
tional ticket at the recent election 
than he. 
During all the years that he prac­ 
ticed law in this place he was very 
successful, and his practice was exten­ 
sive. 
He hail one of the finest libraries 
in the state, or Northwest for that 
matter. 
At the time of hts death he was 
Most Eminent Commander of Asealon 
Commandery § No. 
16, 
Knights 
Templar, and Sir Knight Captain of 
the U. R. K. P. 
The former society 
took charge of the remains while they 
laid in state at St. Paul’s Episcopal 
church on Wednesday forenoon, and 
alen of the funeral services which oc­ 
curred on Wednesday at 2:30 p. rn. 
From 2 until 5 o’clock on Wednesday 
all business houses in tho city closed 
in honor of his memory. The funeral 
cortege formed on Eighth street, in 
front of the Masonic temple, and was 
escorted to the late residence of the 
deceased by the First Regiment F. R. 
K. P. band. 
In the procession were 
the members of Asealon Commandery, 
K. T., Brainerd Bar Association, Uni­ 
form Rank K. of P., White Cross 
Lodge K. of P., Brainerd Board of 
Trade and the Fire Department. 
From his home tho funeral procession 
marched to the church where the im­ 
pressive ceremonies were conducted 
by the Rev. Geo. H. Davis. 
From 
the church nearly one thousand peo­ 
ple followed the earthly remains to 
Evergreen cemetery where they were 
laid to rest, the Knights Templar per­ 
forming the ceremonies which were 
as beautiful a* they were impressive. 
Judge Sleeper leaves a grief-strick­ 
en wife aud two daughters, Mrs. Ed­ 
ward Hazen aud Mrs. J. L. Smith, to 
mourn his death. 
The sympathy of 
the entire community goes out to 
them in their time of sorrow. He was 
a kiud and loving husband and an in­ 
dulgent father, and the sorrowing 
ones left behind can find solace in the 
fact that those who knew the deceased 
most intimately, placed the highest 
estimate upon his character as a man 
and citizen—his strict integrity was 
unquest toned. 


BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH. 
Judge C. B. Sleeper was bora at 
Holland, Erie county, New York, in 
1838. His father came from an old 
New Hampshire family that sent off 
branch into Vermont. Nearly all 
the Sleepers in the country are of 
New England stock. 
His mother 
was of french ancestry, the family 
name 
being originally Bonpasse. 
The first of tho name came to New 
England in the brig Fortune, in the 
year 1621. The name shared the fate 
of many fine and significant French 
names in this country, being corrupted 
first into Btimpas and then into Bump. 
udge Sleeper was educated in Aurora 
academy, studied law in Buffalo and 
was admitted to the bar in New N ork 
City in 1860. He raised a company 
during the civil war, and served in 
the Army of the Potomac under Gen, 
Slocum. After the war he went to 
Minneapolis, where he practiced law 
: !or two years. 
In 1871 ho moved to 
Brainerd, one year citer the first 
establishment of the town, the' P*®ce 
i ayin cr at that time about 1,200 m-
